AFL-CIO Sheds Crocodile Tears 


"Meany Sees 8.2% Rate As Tragedy’ 
So reads a headline on the front 
page of the Feb. 15 AFL-CIO NEWS. 
Touching, isn't it, that the 90, 000 
a year bureaucrat sees tragedy in 
the plight of millions of workers 
stripped of the means to earn a liv- 
ing by the very system that Meany 
staucnhly defends as “our way of 
life"? But for Meany and the rst of 
his ilk the real tragedy lies in 
the fact that their faction of cap- 
ital is not on top. The unions have 
no desire, nor any interest (not to 
mention ability) to wage a class 
defense against the onslaughts of 
the capitalist economic crisis on 
our living standard. They simply 
wish to deflect our struggle against 
these attacks into"safe" channels, 
so that the system that guarantees 
their privileged existence stays in 
place and so that they can use us 
to put them in a position of wield- 
ing a greater share in the power 
which capital exerts over uS. 

For Meany and’ the AFL-CIC and all 
the independent unions the problem 
is a problem of management of capi-~ 
talism. They think that the prob- 
lems rest in the "bad policies" of 
Gerald Ford or Arthur Burns and the 
Federal Reserve. Cr they blame Con- 
gress for its inactivity. The fact 
of the matter is that not Ford, 
Burns, Congress or even the AFL-CIO 
can do anything to "turn the econ- 
omy around" as Meany says. An ar- 
ticle in the same issue of AFL-CIC 
NEWS calls for:

The fact of the matter is, that 
the WORLD economic crisis is final- 
ly hitting the U.S. hard (and it'1t 
be hitting it harder in the future) 
No longer, can the U.S. deflect its 
economic problems onto other coun- 
tries. Faced with an ever-deterior~ 
ating economic situation, U.S. cap 
ital will be forced to turn to the 
unions to carry out the attacks on 
the American working class that 
other factions of cavital wouldn't 
dare try (and the unions know this, 
and are preparing to assume this 


role; next month we will have a cri-. 


tique of the AFL-CIC "Action" Pro- 
gram for the economy). 

But we must be prepared for them. 
Look at Britain. The unions and the 
Labour Party are in power there and 
British workers have the same prob- 
lems we do here (although they are 
more Severe there due to the weaker 
position of British capital in rela- 


tion to the world economy). The un- 
ions are not our saviors. They are 
part of the capitalist apparatus 
that keeps us enslaved as wage-la- 
borers in a system which is rampag- 
ing like a wounded rhinoceros. Meany 
is right when he says we're heading 
fore depression. But what did. the 
unions do in the last one? They wor 
worked hand-in-glove with Roosevelt 
and Organized us for productivity 
increases, speed-ups, layoffs (yes, 
layoffs), etc., all in the name of 


the ‘national interest'. And final- 


ly they helped mobilize us as can- 
non fodder in the imperialist war. 
That's the real union solution to 
unemployment! That's the solution 

of decadent capitalism of which the 
unions are an integral part! Their 
SOlution is to send us off to butch- 
er and be butchered by workers from 
other countries for the glory of 

the national capital. 

But there is another solution. 
The working class solution of the 
revolutionary destruction of the 
capitalist state (including the un- 
ions) by the working class, acting 
aS a united class in struggle. Our 
self-emancipation through the aboli- 
tion of wage-labor and commodity 
production, and the construction of 
a society of freely associated pro- 
ducers. This is what the unions are 
really afraid of: Cur victorious 
class struggle and the end of thei- 
role as bargainers over our labor- 
power and as agents of capital pe. - 
petrating their treachery in our 
midst. In response to the crocodile 
tears of Meany and his cronies as 
they sit in their plush Eashington 
offices or sun themselves on the 
beaches of Bal Harbor, the working 
class must inscribe on our banner 
the words of Rosa Luxemburg: 

The unions are no longer workers'

Class Struggle in the Middle East 


Sadat, Hero of the Crossing of 
the Nile - Where is Our 
Breakfast? 

--Egyptian workers' slogan 


In Egypt thousands of workers 
have been demonstrating in the 
streets against the drop in living 
standards forced onto their should- 
ers by Egypt's particular situation 
within the world capitalist crisis: 
sky-rocketing inflation, lack of 
transport facilities, official cor- 
ruption, and in particular the gov- 
ernment's new draft laws which the 
workers see to discriminate against 
theme r 

The "troubles". began with pro- 
tests in the huge industrial com- 
plex at Helwan, 20 miles south of 
Cairo. The workers elected a 100- 
man delegation which tried to go to 
the National Assembly to negotiate 
with the government. But the dele- 
gation's route to the Assembly was 
barred by riot police dispatched by 
the Minister of the Interior. This 
quickly led to much wider, spon- 
taneous demonstrations by workers 
in the streets of Cairo; chanting 
anti-government slogans, the work- 
ers smashed shop windows in expen- 
sive areas, and clashed violently 
with the riot police. The unrest 
soon spread to Other parts of the 
city with the workers being joined 
by others from the Cairo suburbs, 
although many were prevented from 
doing so by the disruption of 
transport services. 

Significantly, the slogans ex- 
pressed the immediate material de- 
mands of the workers and were hard- 
ly concerned at all with the ques- 
tion of the Arab-Israeli war. The 
last time workers at Helwan came up 
against the repressive forces of 
the state, during the massive wild- 
cat strikes of 1972, the vicious 
repression unleashed by the govern- 
ment was followed by the infiltra- 
tion of the workers' struggle by a 
wider "popular" movement, composed 
mainly of leftist students, which 
largely succeeded in diverting the 
struggle into nationalist ends: thus 
demands to release imprisoned work- 
ers were combined with declarations 
of support for the Palestinian guer- 
illa movement and with appeals for 
the formation of a "citizens' mili- 
tia'' to defend the homeland against 
"Zionist aggression", seeing that 
the official government seemed so 
unwilling to take the reins of the 


"holy war". 

Although the students did not 
hold back from jumping on the band- 
wagon this time, the movement's ov- 
erwhelmingly working class content 
reflects the developments which have 
taken place in the last two or 
three years. Today, as the world 
crisis grows deeper, the burden im- 
posed by states directly involved 
in imperialist confrontations is 
being felt with particular severity 
by the working class. The need to 
maintain a huge military apparatus 
in a permanent state of alert cre- 
ates even higher inflationary pres- 
sures than in other countries (Por- 
tugal, the Middle East, etc.). If 
they are to compete at all on the 

world market, such national capi- 

| tals have no choice but to mount an 
‘immediate attack on workers! living 
standards through taxation, vrice 
rises, Overtime, etc. 

In Israel in November 1974 the 
government's announcement of a 43% 
devaluation of the Israeli pound, 
with corresponding price rises of 
17% for basic goods, led to violent 
clashes between workers in Jerusalem 
and the police: in the working class 
area Of Hatikva demonstrators erect- 
ed barricades in the streets and 


| ransacked supermarkets. There were 


also wildcat strikes in the port of 
Ashdod and elsewhere, with strikers 
sometimes engaging in physical at- 
tacks on officials of the state 
Trade Union Federation, the His- 
tadrut, who naturally argued that 
these sacrifices are necessary if 
Israel is to "defend herself from 
Arab aggression". 

The emergence of this movement of 
the working class both in Egypt and 
in Israel is particularly signifi- 

cant at a time when a new Middle 
Nast war is seen by many to be on 
the immediate agenda. As both rul- 
ing classes apveal to the "national 
interest" and to racial chauvinism 
in an attempt to choke off the work- 
ers' struggles, the diametric con- 
flict between the so-called nation- 
al interest and the CLASS interest 
of the workers in the face of the 
crisis becomes more and more obvi- 
ous. As each war becomes increasing- 
ly indeterminate in its military 
outcome, and more and more costly 
,in human and economic terms, the re- 
Spective governments will surely 
find it harder and harder to march 
the workers off to ware The way be- 


gins to open for the unification of 
the struggles of both Israeli and 
Arab workers against their joint ex- 
ploiters, to counter the bourgeois 
Slogans of "national defense" and 
"national self-determination" with 
the revolutionary watchword: "turn 
the imperialist war into a civil 
war". 

But the road to that unification 
is long and hard. Capital has many 
ideological cards up its sleeve: in 
the Arab countries, workers' hostil- 
ity to the established governments 
is often derailed by the leftists 
whose intervention in the 1972 
Strike movement clearly served to 
divert the combativity of the work- 
ers into a "rank and file", "popu- 
lar" support for Egyptian imperial- 
ism. In Israel, the militancy of the 
proletariat is still frequently 
strangled by Zionist ideology; es- 
pecially among the Oriental sections 
of the Jewish proletariat, the pop- 
ulist and racist demagogy of the 
extreme right wing of the Zionists 
has served to channel the discontent 
of these workers into anti-Arab 
chauvinism. 

But the Israeli and Sgyptian 
workers do not stand alone. Indeed 
the problems facing them today fore- 
shadow the problems which will soon 
be confronting the proletariat of 
the whole world: savage austerity 
measures imposed by each national 
capital in its attempts to remain 
competitive, the drive to mobilize 
the workers for generalized imper- 
ialist warse But with the world pro- 
letariat entering the crisis unde- 
feated and more and more aware of 
its strength, the prospect facing 
the CAPITALISTS is that of the 
WCRLD PROLETARIAN REVOLUTION, the 
movement towards which would have 
to be decisively defeated on an in- 
ternational scale before a general 
imperialist war could be launched. 
Thus the fate of the workers in the 
Middle East is indissolubly linked 
to the future of the workers of the 
whole world: both the breaking of 
the vicious circle of localized 
wars in the Middle East, and the 
averting of a world war vrovoked by. 
imperialist antagonisms in the Mid- 
dle East (or anywhere else) -- can 
only be attained by the revolution- 
ary unification of the world working 
class and its destruction of the 
international bourgeoisie.

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Glasgew “Daily Express” Case and Self—Management 


Last month's issue contained a 
reprinting of the leaflet "Worx- 
ers' Capitalism and the Crisis -- 
Lessons of the "EXPRESS" Struggle" 
distributed by REVOLUTIONARY PER- 
SPECTIVES after the strike at the 
"Daily Express" newspaper in Glas- 
gowe The following article by REV- 
OLUTIONARY PERSPECTIVES (reprinted 
from WORKERS VOICE, No. 13) is a 
followup to that leaflet and gives 
the questions raised in the leaf- 
let a fuller, more developed treat- 
mente 


Our epoch is that of the perma-- 
nent crisis of capitalism; the in- 
ternal mechanisms of capitalism now 
push it towards self-annihilation, 
and humanity's only hope of avoid- 
ing barbarism is the proletarian, 
communist revolution. The capitalist 
meneuvers to try and prevent the 
eventual collapse of their system 
can only lead to a further deepen- 
ing of the crisis. The STATIFICA- 
TICN of economic life is the main 
way the capitalists have of attempt- 
ing to stave off the crisis by at- 
tacking the workers through nation- 
alization and inflationary state 
spending. (1) However, this is not 
the only weapon in their armory. 
Since statification as seen in Rus- 
Sie and the Western mixed economies 
clearly has nothing to offer the 
working class, these policies must 
now be allied to attempts to "hu- 
manize" capitalism. This is done by 
schemes of workers’ participation 
in management, by workers' control 
over the actual process of produc- 
tion, by encouraging "workers' co- 
operatives" with State aid, etc., 
and by passing off the resulting 
state capitalism with a "human" 
face as socialism, and encouraging 
workers to work harder for capital- 
ism, by spreading the idea that they 
are working for themselves. Capi- 
talism has continually taken up de- 
mands that were once those of a 
genuine workers' movement, emptied 
them cf all their class content, 
and used them as ATTACKS on the 
proletariat. Thus, whatever the 
benefits to the working class of 
"workers' control" over production 
during a revolutionary upsurge, 
like that of 1917 in Russia, today 
all these schemes, as opposed to the 
destruction of wage labor and the 
market, are maneuvers of capitalism 

. and our only position is to tho- 
roughly attack them and their de- 
fenders. The "workers! councils" 
illustrates this, for today we have 
factions of the world bourgeoisie 
implementing "“workers' councils" 
within the capitalist market, e.g. 
in Yugoslavia, Germany, etc. (2) 
THE "EXPRESS" CLOSURE 

The closure of the "DAILY EXPRESS" 
newSpaver plant in Glasgow in May 
1974, with the loss of over 1,500 
workers' jobs, was another of the 
now almost daily indictments of the 
capitalist system in crisis; a sys- 
tem that can only pvrolong its sur- 
vival by the sacrifice of the live- 
lihood of the working class for the 
needs of profit. The collapse of 
the "Express" needs to be Seen by 
the class as one more inescapable 
element in the deepening crisis of 
world capitalism, which at the mo- 
ment is especially severe in Bri- 
tain, and similarly severe in the 
newSpaper industry. 

Thus this closure was not the 
wicked whim of an isolated press 
baron, as was portrayed*by the 
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"leftists" from the Labour Party. 
via the Communist Party to the In- 
ternational Socialists. NEITHER was 
it a maneuver of "English" interests 
hostile to the "needs of Scotland" 
as the Scottish National Party (SNP) 
tried to convince the workers in- 
volved. The newSpaper capitalists 
are faced with a slump in advertis- 
ing revenue due to the affect of 

the crisis on the rest of their 
class, in addition to the rocket- 
ing price of newsprint and the 
struggle of vorint workers to main- 
tain their living standards in face 
of the crisis, and all these factors 
have combined to reduce their pro- 
fits to very low levels. In this si- 
tuation there is only one way for 
each capitalist to survive; invest 
in new machinery, centralise pro- 
duction and work at full capacity to 
prevent the total collapse of pro- 
fitability. In addition to these 
factors, Beaverbrooks (the "EXPRESS" 
owners) were faced with an immediate 
cash shortage to finance costly of- 
fice development in London. Thus to 
survive, they had to close down in 
Glasgow, centralize production in 
Manchester and thus save on the cost 
of labor power, and.ease their cash 
flow problems by selling the Glasgow 
plant. 

Given this chronic situation in 
the newspaver industry, as vart of 
the crisis-ridden capitalist sys- 
tem, the possibility of the workers 
being able to resist closure was 
virtually nil. In any case, even if 
they had been able to do this, 
through the joint action of all the 
"=xpress" empire workers, this would 
only have further hit the position 
of Beaverbrooks which is already a 
poor third competitor to the other 
Fleet Street papers the "SUN" and 
the "MIRROR". In this case the re- 
sult, even though slightly delayed, 
could again only have been unemploy- 
mente 
THE CAMPAIGN 

The efforts of the "Express" work- 
ers to prevent the closure, like 
that of the workers in Lip who tried 
to stop the closure of a watch fac- 
tory last year, attracted widespread 
interest-and supporte But our anal- 
ysis aS communists of worxers' 
struggles must always proceed from 
the overall interests of the class 
and can have nothing in common with 
ouvrierist activism. 

Initially, when the redundancies 
were announced, there was widespread 
anger amongst the workers and this 
was shown by their response. Acts 
of violence were committed against 
supervisors, and some workers com- 
mitted acts of sabotage against the 
plant. After this, the workers re- 
fused to print the final edition of 
the paper, and instead wrote their 
own editorial and leading articles 
denouncing the closure, ran this 
off and began distributing it in- 
stead. At this stage the management 
called for police intervention, and 
despite this coming about some cop- 
ies were distributed. 

In the first days, while all the 
workers still occupied the plant, 
an "Action Committee" was formed. 
While this was not set up on the 
inspiration of the unions (both of 
the main vrint unions had accepted 
the closure and denounced the work- 
ers' actions), it was composed in 
the main of either F.0.C.s (the 
printing equivalent of shop stew- 
ards) or the more articulate jour- 
nalists who had also been made re- 
dundant. So at no time was it a 
completely autonomous struggle com- 
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mitteee In these first days the 
workers tried their only cards; an 
appeal went out to the Manchester 
workers not to accept the printing 
of the Scottish edition of the "Ex- 
press", and demonstrations were 
called to help mobilize support for 
the struggle against the closure 
throughout the class on Clydeside. 
But once the workers in Manchester 
had refused to support the Glasgow 
workers, the struggle was lost, and 
henceforth it began to turn into a 
reactionary movement, into a cam- 
paign for self-management. Before 
discussing this campaign and anal- 
yzing it, it is worth pointing out 
that at this stage, when the ini-- 
tial struggle was lost, and the im- 


"pride" in their work, and it is 
significant that attempts of the 
ruling class to mobilize the work- 
ers behind self-management have 
tended to be more successful in 
plants like these (e.g. Lip itself, 
as well as B.S.A.e in Birmingham). 
Those who stayed undoubtedly owed 
their false consciousness to the 
above factors. 

At this stage the "Action Com- 
mittee" accepted overtures from the 
SNP who set up a "committee of ex- 
perts'' to advise on such issues as 
finance, publicity, legal matters, 
etce, in the campaign for a "work- 
ers paver". in return, the leaflets 
issued by the "Action Committee" 
made large capitulations to nation-

pulse had gone out of the workers! 
actions, THE VAST MAJORITY OF THE 
WORKERS ACCEPTED THE CLOSURE. Their 
class sense told them that it was 
hopeless, and about 1,200 of the 
workers picked up their redundancy 
money and left, some for Manchester 
where 100 workers were offered 
work, some to other jobs locally, 
but most to join the growing army 
of unemployed in Glasgow that now 
totals over 35,000 (7%). Thus the 
impulse for self-management did not 
come from the class as a whole but 
from various capitalist groups with 
roots in the class, who were able 
to mystify a certain strata of 
workers into support. 

With the workers drifting away, 
the "Action Committee" gave uv the 
occupation of the newspaper plant 
for one in a shed nearby--provided 
by the management! And from here 
the various schemes for self-man- 
agement were trumpeted forth, with 
the support of about 300 of the 
workerse Those who remained were on 
the one hand certain of the journal- 
ists, who more and more took over 
the publicity of the campaign and 
attempted to put forward a moderate, 
respectable image for mass consump=- 
tion; also there remained the poli- 
tical elements, those who adhered 
or SNP and 
saw a long struggle as a good "spec- 
tacle’ for propaganda, and with 
these went the F.0.C. strata inside 
the plant. In addition undoubtedly 
certain rank and file workers re- 
mained to continue the struggle 
once it moved into the field of 
self-management. Much of what hap- 
pened at the "Express" can be traced 
to the particular history and 
structure of the plant. It was onér 
with no history of class struggle, 
‘which had very patriarchal labor 
relations, and where little attempt 
had been made over the years to re- 
duce the manning levels dictated by 
the new technology of the industry. 
In addition despite the high compos- 
ition of capital, the industry is 
still one with a high degree of 
craft skill, where. workers can take 
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alism, saying what was needed was, 
"A new Scottish newspaper, writ- 
ten, produced and published by 
Scots, for Scots, about Scots and 
resoundingly voicing Scots opin- 
ion." (ACTION COMMITTES NEWS,No 1) 
But the main effort of this commit- 
tee was to try to get the workers 
to invest their redundancy money 
into a co-operative fund, and seek 
financial support from the Labour 
government, the trades unions ana 
the banks to set up a "workers' pa- 
per", on a profit sharing basis. 
The response of all these capital- 
ist grouvs is interesting and needs 
to be analyzed. Initially the Labour 
government offered the "Action Com- 
mittee" +.75 million pounds if they 
could raise the same. This like the 
similar loan offered at the same 
time to the BSA co-operative was 
conditional on a government share 
in the firm and ceilings on manning 
levels. Apart from being good prop- 
aganda ("saving jobs") this would 
secure a paper generally favorable 
to the Benn wing of British capital- 
ism. Another promise of help came 
from the Communist Party, via the 
U.CeS. fighting fund, which is con=- 
trolled by CP shop stewards, and 
these offered 20,000 pounds to vro- 
duce cosmetics for this human face 
of capitalism. The ban«xs which were 
approached did not refuse money on 
principle, but wanted to see the 
paver off the ground first, before 
lending. That other pillar of capi- 
talism, the trades unions, was much 
more commercial in its approach, 
and refused to support a venture 
not deemed commercially viable. The 
attitude of the Scottish Graphical 
Association (SGA) was summed up by 
its chief, 
"the association would be required 
to apply the normal caution which 
is exercised when investments are 
contemplated." ("GLASGOW NEWS", 
1 Qe Plyad 
Beaverbrooks also lent a hand. To 
encourage the accevtance of the clo- 
sure, and prevent any further ef- 
forts to spread the struggle, they 


gave the Action Committee first op- 
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tion of the building at a knock- 
down price. This united front of 
sympathetic capitalist groups should 
cause us to investigate why "work- 
ers capitalism" or self-management 
serves their interests at this mo- 
mente ; 

These schemes are initiated by 
capitalist groups within the working 
class and supported by the whole 
capitalist class, firstly because 
they are a deflection of the class 
from the real issues at a time of 
class struggle. By putting forward 
the idea that co-operatives, or 
"yarticipation" are the answers to 
the crisis, these groups deflect 
workers attention from the real 
basis of the crisis which is the 
very existence of the capitalist 
system of profit. In addition they 
try to prevent the workers from ex- 
tending the struggle beyond the 
confines of their own factory to a 
classwide struggle against capital- 
ism, and divide the class up into 
little pockets, each inside their 
factory, whose problems can be sol- 
ved by a little self-management. 

But self-management is not just a 
deflection of attention from the 
real problems; it is also an attack 
on the class itself. For example 
even if it had got off the ground, 
this co-overative would have only 
provided jobs for 500 workers; what 
of the other 1,000? In fact all 
that self-management would have 
achieved was the manning reductions 
which had been sought by the bosses 
for years, and thus self-management 
inevitably means an increase in ex- 
ploitation. These schemes are also 
an attack on the class because they 
"humanize" state capitalism, help 
to convince workers that the state 
capitalist program will be somehow 
different from that of private cap- 
ital and therefore worth being mo- 
bilized for. For example the pro- 
posed nationalization of British 
Leyland which is on the verge of 
cOllapse; here the poisonous pill 
of nationalization is being sweet- 
ened by talk of participation, of 
humanizing working conditions, etc. 
Self-management of your own exploi- 
tation in other words. 

What is important about the lat- 
ter stages of the "Express" events, 
is not whether they succeeded or 
failed, but that they served as a 
weapon in the ideological attack on 
the working class by the broad 
state capitalist front seeking a 
new image; those who are part of 
this movement whether they call for 
nationalization with or without 
compensation, or nationalization 
with or without workers! control, 

re the enemies of the working 
class. So also are those confusion- 
ists who insist that the factories 
"belong" to their workers, who 
should take over their factories, 
and produce in a self-managed way, 
united not as a class, but via a 
capitalist market. Such a Proud- 
honist utopia could only be a return 
to small scale production based on 
advanced technology, and its dangers 
were Summarized by INTERNATIONALISM. 

"Self-management does not unify 

the workers as a class, it di- 

vides them. It confines the 

struggle to each Separate factor= 

y, diverting it from the politi- 

cal level. It will pitch rich 

workers against poor workers, frag- 
menting the class on the basis of 
industry, trade or company. The 
productive apparatus, together 

with the worlds natural resources 

"belongs' to the working class as 


a whole." (3) 

Socialism is not state capitalism 
with a human face (i.e. nationaliza- 
tion plus a bit of self-management) 
but on the contrary it means the ab- 
olition of commodity production and 
wage-labor, and their replacement 

by the planning of production for 
use on an international scale by 
productive humanity. And this is the 
ONLY alternative to the endless 
round of crises and wars to which 
capitalism inevitably leads. 
CONCLUSION 

But what can workers do faced with 
situations like that of the "Ex- 
press" workers where capitalism 
closes down factories? The hard an- 
swer that revolutionaries must give 
is that within the capitalist sys- 
tem there is NO SOLUTICN. Cavital-. 
ism can only prolong its life in 
the short-term by savagely attacking 
the living conditions of the work- 
ers throughout the world, and no 
magic forms of struggle can alter 
this. "Victories" won by workers 
today will be taken away tomorrow. 
The present struggle against the 
deterioration of living standards 
must lead on to its own intensifi- 
cation and transformation into one 
against the system of wage-labor 
production as a whole. 

It is important that this strug- 
gle be carried out by mass assem=- 
blies of workers, with strike com- 
mittees subject to recall by the 
rank and file, and that all strug- 
gles are extended on a class basis 
as far as possible. The "Action 
Committee" in this case was an in- 
dication of the failure of the work- 
ers to break out of the sectional- 
ist struggle, by remaining a "print- 
ing industry affair". To have made 
such a break would have involved 
taking 
such a break would involve taking 
the fight into other industries and 
would involve a complete rupture 
with all the institutions of capi- 
tal which confined the struggle to 
the unions, political varties and 
self-management. Once the initial 
days of the struggle were over, 
this Committee waS more and more a 
barrier to any vositive develop 
ments and was one of the main means 
by which confusion and false con- 
sciousness were Spread among the 
workers who remained. Such organs 
can only be expressions of class 
autonomy, IN HOWEVER LIMITED A WAY, 
when the struggle itself is moving 
ina positive direction, and they 
must dissolve themselves with the 
end of the struggle itself. Only in 
a period of open revolutionary 
struggle can there be formed per- 
manent organizations of the working 
classe And only in a situation of 
revolutionary struggle can workers 
produce a paper which serves the 
general interests of the class 
struggle (This refers, of course, 
to mass circulation dailies, and 
not the publications of revolu- 
tionary groups within the working 
class--WT). The sincere but er- 
roneous ideas of some workers that 
they could set up a paper under 
capitalism to support the class 
struggle is a dangerous delusion. 
In capitalist society commodities 
are produced for the capitalist 
market, and any paper must be a 
capitalist paper, in competition 
against other capitalist papers, 
and consequently against the work- 
ing class. But in a revolution 
the situation changes; one remem- 
bers the-action of the workers in

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fit of our readers part or all of a 
particular syeech, article or docu- 
ment from the vast and rich heritage 
of the revolutionary Marxist move- 
ment. In this issue we reprint two 
declarations of the Russian ''For- 
ward" groun. The first is a "Letter 
to All Comrades" signed by Alexan- 
der Bogdanov, one of the members of 
the Forward" group. The second is 
a "Letter to Cur Bolshevik Comrades" 
signed by the "Forward" group as a 
whole and distributed in leaflet 
form. Unfortunately only the fol- 
lowing excerpts are available to us 
for reprinting. 
These statements were written in 
1910, a year after the Bolshevik 
Left had been expelled by the Bol- 
shevik faction of the Russian Social 
Democratic Labcr Party. The Lefts 
then formed a faction around the pa- 
per 'Vperyod" ("Forward"). It is 
necessary to place these statements 
in the context of their historical 
period. When FORWARD attacked the 
Bolshevik Center for abandoning 
Bolshevism, they were not sSveaking 
f the: counter-revolutionary 'Bol- 
shevism-Leninism" of today's Com- 
munist Parties and their Trotsky- 
ist, Bordigist and Maoist "critics’ 
What they meant by Bolshevism at 
that time was the revolutionary 
current in Russian Social-Democracy, 
or aS we stated in the second issue 
of our journal FCRWARD: 
When we say Bolshevism, we mean 
the internationalist communist 
Struggle against capital, for 
theoretical clarity and the dev- 
elopment of revolutionary working 


class consciousness and the self- 

emancipation of the proletariat. 
After the defeat of the 1905 revolu- 
tion and the retreat of the working 
class before the counter-revolution, 
the majority Bolsheviks (Lenin among 
them) rushed to embrace Plekhanov 


‘and the "!pro-party Mensheviks (the 


reformist wing of Russian Social- 
Democracy) in legalistic and par- 
liamentarist activity during what 
they pictured as the "organic devel- 
opment" of a "bourgeois monarchy". 

FORWARD, however, correctly anal- 
yzing the developing situation of 
global capitalism, saw the necessity 
of preparing for the next revolu- 
tionary wave. However, they like the 
Bolsheviks and the west of Social- 
Democracy continued to see the par- 
ty as a party of leaders. It would 
take the next revolutionary wave it- 
Self to show the fallacy of this po 
position. 

While Lenin could slanderously 
cuse FORWARD of anti-Marxism in 
1910, the fact remains that as a 
sult of the Bolshevik orientation 
of 1908-1917, when revolution did 
break out in Russia, Lenin's call 
for direct action by the working 
class in his "April Theses" was op- 
posed by virtually the entirety of 
the Bolsheviks, being supported on- 
ly by the ex-Forwardists, Trotsky's 
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- group and some left Mensheviks who 


had joined the Bolsheviks during 
the war. . 

We can not simply use the organi- 
zational prescriptions of FORWARD, 
as is, today. We must remember that 
the Forwardists considered themsel- 
ves to be a faction of a broad So- 
cial-Democratic Party whttch embraced 
all the politicized workers. However,

olutionary wave, but toward a long 
period of peaceful, constitutional 
development, This brings them close 
to the right wing of our party, the 
Menshevik comrades who always, in- 
dependently of any evaluation of 
'the political situation, pull toward 
| legal and constitutional forms of 
activity, toward "organic work" and 
"Organic development". But this is 
what has led to disagreements with 
those Bolsheviks who do not see in 
the reaction which they observe suf- 
ficient grounds for such a change 
of frontecee 
Bolshevism continues to exist as 
before. It lives not in the circles 


what can be used is the position 
that "formal centralization" and 
"discipline" are not the keys to 
building a sound communist organi- 
zation, but that that can only be 
done on the basis of the "living 
ideological link". An organization 
whose centralization is based on 
political homogeneity (which does not 
mean Stalinist monolithism) will 
have no need of "political bureaus" 
or "central committees" to lead the 
ranks. Rather central committees 
will serve only as organizational ap- 
paratuses to facilitate work on a 
national and international level. 

ve must, however, disagree with 
the statement that, "Only the deci- 
Sion of the local Bolshevik organi- 
zations can be considered the real_ 
decision of a question...." This 
could be a statement of opposition 
to the Bolshevik practice of a cen- 
tral committee living outside Russia 
issuing orders to the Bolshevik 
Organizations in Russia. However, it 
is not too clear. It has a certain 
flavor of federalism which is an ov= 
er-reaction to Bolshevik centralism 
and swings the vendulum toofar in the 
Opposite direction. Local organiza- 
tions (be they city branches or na- 
tional sections) must be considered 
subordinate to tne organization as a 
whole (as the part is always subor- 
dinate to the whole). This does not, 
however, mean that the local organi- 
zations are subordinate to a central 
committee or international secretar- 
lat which "represents" or "embodies" 
the organization between conventions. 
Rather, all parts (local organiza- 
tions and central committees) must 
AT ALL TIMES be subordinate to the 
Organization as a whole.

Communist Party (KPD). 

With bankruptcies and collapse of 
firms occurring daily (e.g. Ferran- 
ti, Aston-Martin, British Leyland) 
workers must study the "EXpREss" 
episode in order to avoid similar 
defeats in the future. By trial and 
error, the class will begin to see 
its real historical goal--commun- 
ism. As the crisis reveals all oth- 
er "solutions" as delusions, the 
communist program "clear as glass 
and hard as steel" must be the 
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the payment of the capital value 
of the enterprises to the old 
owners who thus completely pre- 
serve their right to exploita- 
tion. The enterprises themselves 
continue to function as private 
enterprises within the capitalist ~ 
economic framework; they often be- 
come the opportune means for the 
work Of class preservation and 
defense developed by the bourgeois 


State. (Theses of the ACF-ISP,1920) 


This brings us to the final leftist 
ploy: self-management. Here the 
leftists are joined by a whole men- 
agerie of anarchists, syndicalists, 
libertarians, et.al. The proponents 
of self-management essentially see 
the problems of capitalism as being 
caused not by the internal contra- 
dictions of capitalism, but by 
evil bosses. They think that if ev- 
ery group of workers took over their 
own enterprise, things would be fine. 
However, as the ACF-ISP said else- 
where in the document quoted above: 
The constitution of producer co- 
operatives, where capital belongs 
to the workers who work there, 
cannot constitute a road toward 
the suppression of the capitalist 
System, because the acquisition 
of raw materials and the distri- 
bution of products is carried out 
through the laws of private econ- 
omy and credit, and therefore con- 
trol by private capital ends und 
by exerting itself over the col- 
lective capital of the coO-Operat- 
ive itself.

And here is where all the self-man- 
agement and co-operative schemes 
fall down. The driving force of 
Capitalism is profit. In order to 
maintain profits it is necessary to 
get the most productivity while 
paying as little as possible to the 
workforce. There are two basic ways 
of cutting wage costs: cutting wages 
directly and layoffs. Thus, during 
‘a crisis of overproduction, when 
profitable markets are at a premiun, 
it gets harder and harder to sell 
one's products so as to have money 
capital with which to invest in bet- 
ter equipment and plants. Thus, the 
Salve for the declining rate of 
profit must be extracted from the * 
blood and sweat of the fewest num- 

ber of as-low-as-possibly paid, but 
highly productive workers: wage cuts 
and layoffs. Any capitalist enter- 
prise, be it run by the state, a 
corporation or a workers' co-operat- 
ive, that refuses to do this is 


As opponents of the old factional 
forms, we will insist at these con- 
ferences on the reconstruction of 
the Bolshevik faction on new founda- 
tions so that its ideological soli- 
darity will be achieved not through 
formal centralization, but through 
the living ideological link, and so 
that these IDEOLOGICAL centers which 
are created for this will be under 
real control by the local organiza- 
tions. This will prevent the possi- 
bility of such a political degener- 
ation of the "higher-uvs", of such 
abuses and corruption as we have 
witnessed. The ideological current 
must direct its leaders and repre- 
sentatives.

cutting its own throat. It is en- 
tering into capitalist competition 
like a svrinter wearing 20-1b.

So long as an enterprise produces 
for the capitalist (and it will have 
to until the world working class 
revolution wipes capitalism from the 
faee of the earth), it has to play 
by capital's rules. A self-managed 
enterprise will be forced to lay off 
workers, JUST LIKE ANY OTHER ENTER- 
PRISE. The only difference being 
that the workers "democratically" 
decide who goes on the dole. The on- 


ly alternative is the collapse of 
the enterorise and the entire work- 
force going on the dole. 

It should be clear that all the. 
"solutions" put forward by the 
‘leftists are nothing but utopian 
Schemes whose sole result is herd- 
ing workers back into the capital- 
ist framework. There jis, however, 
One very clear alternative. That's 
the revolutionary workers' alterna- 
tive: 

Layoffs and unemployment are part 
and parcel of the capitalist system 
of employment and exploitation of 
One human being by another, the sys- 
tem of wage-labor and the market. 
The only way to end unemployment is 
to end the capitalist employment 
system itself! Down with production 
for the mabket which subordinates 
production to the needs of profit 
and not the needs of humanity! Down 
| with wage-labor which keeps us in 
the precarious position of never 
knowing when we will be thrown out 
of work and how we will feed our 
families! Down with the capitalist 
State whose army, ‘police, congress-= 
es, presidents, courts, unions and 
political parties keep us under the 
yoxe of capital! Down with capital- 
ism! Forward to the world workers! 
revolution! Forward to the society 
of freely associated producers! 
Forward to communism! 


' The world we live in is a world 
awhere people are divided into classes 
according to their role in production. 
m The two major classes in society are 
the capitalist class and the working 
class. The capitalists own. the means 
of production (factories, machines, - 
etc.) but produce nothing. The workers, 
on the other hand, receive only meag~ 
er wages for: the sale of their labor 
power to the capitalists. Almost al] 
production in society is done by the 
workers. However, almost all the ben- 
efits from this production go to the 
capitalists. The basis for production 
in this society is profit. The capi- 
talists are not interested in having 
thé workers produce things that peop- 
le can use or that people need. They 
are only interested in what makes them 
Bathe biggest profit. Thus, while the 
capitalists get richer and richer, the 
jworkers are worse off than they were 
before. 
In order to increase profits the 
capitalists resort to all sorts of 
mtechniques which most of us are fam- 
iliar with:speed-up, wage cuts, unem- 
ployment, labor-saving machinery. 
While, for instance, labor-saving 
machinery would-be progressive in a 
society run by the workers, it does 
nothing under capitalism but throw 
them on the dole. It fs just another 
attack on the working class. 
Another feature of capitalist soci- 
ety is war. Every day there is a war 
going on somewhere in the world. This 


is oue to the necessity of the capital-- 


fists to wage war in oraer to get aheaa 
of the capitalists in other countries. 
The working class has no interests. in 
supporting these wars. What the work- 
ers want is peace. However, there can 
be no peace until the capitalists and 
their system have been removed from 
ipower and replacea by a seciety run 
by the workers on an international co- 
Operative basis. : , 
To do this, it is of no use electing 
people to Congress or as Presicent. The

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government is nothing more than-the 
executive committee of the ruling class.. 


It is the owners of the big corpora- 
tions who have the final say as to what 
goes on. It is necessary to organize 
our own workers! councils. The coun- 
cils will be the class rule of the 
workers after the revolutionary over- _ 


_ throw of capitalism. then capitalism 


s Congress will. go with it. All the 
racy surrounding Congress is just | 
a sham to keep us tied to this system. 
It is democracy for the rich, for the 
capitalists. Our democracy will be 
real democracy, proletarian democracy ,, 


‘the democracy of the many. We do not 


simply want a workers' government, we 
want a workers' republic. 

In the process of waging the class 
struggle, the working class aevelops 
the revolutionary class consciousness 
necessary for carrying out its task of 
destroying the capitalist social order 
and replacing it with an international 
co-operative oraer of al] producers, 
socialism. The acquisition of revolu- 
tionary class consciousness does not, 
however, occur simultaneously through- 
out the class as a whole. Some workers 
will see the need for a revolutionary 


‘struggle against all the institutions 


and mystifications of capital (e.g. 
elections, unions, unitea fronts, na- 
tional liberation movements) before 
the rest. It jis necessary for these 
revolutionary workers to organize 
themselves into a revolutionary party 
so as to carry out a coherent, ceh- 
tralizea COMMUNIST intervention inte 
the struggles of their class. The pur- 
pose of this: intervention is not to 
set themselves up as "leaders'', but to. 
pose the necessity of generalizing is- 
olated struggles into a classwide 
struggle against the capitalist system. 
While such a party is both democratic 
and centralized, it is not "democrat- 
ic-centralist'' in the Leninist sense 
of an artificial "iron discipline’. 

On the contrary, its centralization. 
comes from the living ideological 1! ink 
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of its cagre. It is not a party of 


"leaders" and "masses", with the “rank 
and file following "the line; it is 
an organization of revolutionary com 
mnist.workers, whose fundamental id- 
eological and programmatic agr cement - 
enables them.to carry out coherent cen 
tralized intervention on the basis of 
the fullest democracy. However, it is- 
not’ enough to build such a party here 
in the Unitea States. Capitalism is a 


‘world system. Even so-called "Commn- 


ist" Russia and Chine are capital ist 
(state capitalist). In order to wage 
& successful worldwide struggle 


‘against capitalism, the workers! strug 


gle and the revolutionary workers par- 
ty must be international. It is as 
part of the process of the devel opment 
of the International Party of Revolu- 
tionary Workers that the Revolutionary 
ee Group and WORKERS! TRUTH ex-. 
st. 7 
In 1917 the Russian workers, organ-~ 
ized in revolutionary soviets (work- - 
ers' councils), seized power under 
the leadership of the Bolshevik Party.. 
However, the revolution was isolated 
due to the failure of the revolution 
in Western Europe, and the Russian - 
workers, exhausted from the hard strug 
gle in a backward country, lost power 


. as the Bolsheviks more and more sub- 


stituted their. authority for that of 
the working class, until the point was 
reached in 192] where the Bolsheviks 
and the working class stcod on opposite 
sides of the class line. However, des- 
pite the defeat of the workers in 1921 
their struggle and victory in 1917 re- 
mains, along with the Paris Commune of 
1871, as a beacon for workers through-

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Layoffs and 


We have already discussed the 
Trotsxyist "transitional" pro- 
gram and the question of layoffs 
and unemployment, starting from the 
"Sliding scale of wages and hours" 
on up to nationalization (WCRKERS! 
TRUTH, Nov. 1974). The last aspect 
of leftist layoff agitation to take 
up is the various schemes put for- 
ward to make state capitalism (na- 
tionalization) more palatable. 

The first of these schemes is 
nationalization under trade union 
control. The essential difference 
between this and simple nationali- 
zation is that George Meany becomes 
the top economic advisor instead of 
whoever's up there now, and your 
Shop steward becomes your foreman. 
So, while it will probably mean a 
pay hike for shop stewards, it's 
going to mean more cf the same old 
thing for the rest of us. We've 
heard the unions before: increase 
production, take a few layoffs, 
take some forced overtime, take a 
little less pay, it's for the "good 
of the country", the "national in- 
terest". In fact, the unions have 
probably used the phrase "national 
interest" more than Richard Nixon! 

But the"national interest" they're 
talking about is the interest of 
Capital. Our interest, the IN'TERNA- 
NATIONAL interest of the world work- 
ing class, the interest in a decent 
Standard of living for ourselves, 
our families and our fellow workers 
is directly antagonistic to Capi- 
tal's (and therefore the unions) 
interest. It is in the interest of 
Capital to get us to produce more 
g 2nd get paid less. The unions only 
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ist Communist Faction of the Italian 


"champion" struggles against man- 
agement on the wages field for two 
reasons: to head us off from a real 
all-out struggle against capital, a 
struggle which in the end would have 
to pose the abolition of wage-labor 
(and thus the abolition of the role 
of the unions over the price of our 
labor power) and the destruction of 
the capitalist state (not its take- 
over of industry); and to strengthen 
themselves against other factions 
of capital so as to be able to as- 
Sume greater control over society 
(ultimately nationalization under 
trade union control!). 

Cftentimes the Trotskyists call 
for nationalization under "workers' 
control." What do they mean by 
"workers' control"? In most cases 
they simply mean union control (some 
Groups like the Class Struggle 
League use the®two interchangably). 
however, in some cases they mean 
that the workers in the plants will 
"control" the production process 
(in the realm of line speed, condi- 
tions, productivity, efficiency, 
etc.). However, such "control" is 
fictitious so long as the enterprise 
is the property of the capitalist 
state. It is nothing more than the 
"participation" of workers in the 
regulation of their own exploita- 
tion! "Workers' control" has been 
instituted in various plants as an 
experiment and has done nothing to 
S0lve the problems of layoofs and 
unemployment. It has only served to 
increase productivity and amass 
greater profits for capital -- at 
the workers' expense! 

The statements of the Abstention- 


Socialist Party in 1920 on "workers! 
control" and nationalization are 
especially valid today: 

eeethe obtaining of a right of 
greater or lesser control over 
production by these organizations 
(unions and factory councils--iT) 
is not incompatible with the capi- 
talist system. It can even be a 
last resort for its preservation. 

Even the transfer of management 
of enterprises to the factory 
councils does not constitute (as 
we have said concerning the un 
ions) the advent of the communist 
SyStem. According to the true com- 
munist conception, workers' con- 
trol over production will only be 
realized after the overthrow of 
bourgeois power and it will be the 
control over the running of every 
enterprise by the entire proletar- 
iat united in the council State; 
communist management of production 
will be the direction of all 
branches and all productive units 
by the rational collective insti- 
tutions that will represent the 
interests of all the workers as- 
sociated in the task of building 
communism. 

Capitalist relations of produc- 
tion cannot be altered through the 
intervention of the organs of 
bourgecis power. 

That is why the transfer of pri- 
vate enterprises to the state or 
local administration does not 
correspond in the least to the 
communist conception. Such a 
transfer is always accompanied by

Going Communist? 


NLF-ARVN-—2 Sides of the Same Coin 


April 13-- As this article is writ- 
ten the Cambodian government has 
fled Phnom Penh. The replacement 
regime is trying to get the Soviet 
Union to intercede with the insur- 
gent Khmer Reuge forces in order to 
atart negotiations for a peace set- 
tlement that will give their fac- 
tion of Cambodian capital at least 
a share in running Cambodia. Bar- 
ring such negotiations, the fall of 
Phnom Penh to the Khmer Rouge ap- 
pears to be imminent, despite re- 
newed airlifting of food and ammu- 
nition by the US government to the 
Cambodian army. 

At the same time, the ARVN is 
making a last ditch defense against 
the offensive of the DRVN/NLF which 
has limited the Thieu regime to 
control over only the southern tip 
of South Vietnam around Saigon. 
Barring a big US intervention in 
Vietnam (which in view of the re- 
cent evacuation of Americans from 
Cambodia appears unlikely), most US 
intelligence sources have given the 
Thieu regime less than a month be- 
fore Saigon falls. Rumors are ram- 
pant of a possible coup against 


Thieu bringing in a government which 


would then seek negotiations with 
the DRVN/NLF. 

Caught in the middle of this are 
the Indochinese workers and pea- 
sants. Driven from their homes and 
Slaughtered by both sides, they see 
nowhere ‘to turn. All around them 


there is nothing but the carnage and 


devastation of decades of war, dec- 
ades of imperialist butchery in 
which workers are nothing but can- 
non fodder for all the armies in- 
volved. 

Against this backdrop of war and 
destruction, the legacy of capital- 
ist decadence, the debates rage in 
the US press (left, right and "es- 
tablishment"). Administration sup- 
yorters and conservatives castigate 
Congress for "abandoning America's 
moral obligation" to send arms and 
troops to Thieu's aid. Ultra-con- 
servatives call for the formation 


- Of private armies to fight in Viet- 


nam. Congressional liberals attack . 


the corruption of the Thieu regime 
and refuse to allocate the $722 
million in aid demanded by Ford 
(leaving the door open, however, if 
a more "democratic" regime replaces 
Thieu's). The Communist Party calls 
for the implementation of the Paris 
peace accords and a coalition gov- 
ernment. The extreme left of capi- 
tal, meanwhile attacks the CP for 
"betraying the Vietnamese revolu- 
tion" and demands that the DRVN/NLF 
take Saigon and construct a North 
Vietnamese-style state capitalism 
in the South. 

There is, however, one common 
thread and point of agreement run- 
ning through all of these arguments 
from Bill Buckley's NATIONAL REVIEW 
on the right to the Spartacist 
League and other Trotskyists on the 
left: the present DRVN/NLF/Khmer 
Rouge offensive has something to do 
with Indochina going communist. 

IS. Indochina’ going communist? Will 
a North Vietnamese victory bring 
communism to Indochina? Will it de- 
stroy capitalism while creating a 
"deformed workers’ state" as the 
Trotskyists (epitomized by the SL) 
claim? If Sihanouk returns to a 
"liberated" Cambédia will he be a 
"deformed workers! king''? 

The answers to these questions 
are not to be found in any of the 
Sleights of hand and capitalist 
mystifications palmed off by the 
capitalist factions (left and right) 
aS an analysis of communism and the 
world situation. Only a Marxist an- 
alysis of global social relations 
can break through the smokescreen 
of capital and arrive at a real un- 
derstanding of what is happening in 
Indochina. 

Before deciding whether or not In- 
dochina is going communist, we must 
be clear on what communism is and 
what it is not. For a Marxist, com- 
munism has nothing to do with what 
presently exists in Russia, China, 
Cuba, North Vietnam, etc. Communism 
is a global society of freely asso- 
ciated producers, a society without 
bosses and workers, just producers, 
a society based on production for 


social need, not for profit (either 
for corporate magnates or for state 
bureaucrats). 

However, even the Trotskyists will 
grant that communism cannot be ach- 
ieved in a single country or in a 
single area like Indochina. They 
maintain that Indochina will become 
a "deformed workers! state" (or 
more likely a’groun of "deformed 
workers' states") if the DRVN/NLF/ 
Khmer Rouge forces are victorious. 
For them, capitalism will have been 
destroyed and a dictatorship of the 
proletariat, the road to communism, 
instituted in Indochina (albeit in 
a deformed fashion). But this only 
deals with a part of the question-- 
the fact that communism must be in- 
ternational and not national. It de- 
nies the Marxist maxim that the 
"liberation of the workers can only 
be the deed of the working class it- 
self". 

For the Trotskyists some outside 
force (be it the peasantry, the So- 
viet Union or the Communist Party) 
can substitute for the working class 
and destroy capitalism for it. How- 
ever, this is nothing but a capital- 
ist subterfuge, a demonstration of 
the capitalist nature of Trotskyism. 
For in fact capitalism has never 
been destroye@ in any of Trotsky= 
ism's "deformed workers' states". 
Wage-labor, commodity production 
and capital accumulation were never 
abolished. Nor CAN they be abolished 
completely in a single country for 
any length of time. The working 
class in a single country or region 
can only make inroads on the WORLD 
system of capitalist production, 
temporary suppression of capitalist 
economic categories which can then 
only become Stabilized with the 
spread of the revolution around the 
globe. However, unlike the Russian 
Revolution of 1917 (a revolution 
which degenerated into state capi- 
talism with the defeat of the world 
working class in 1921), the various 


"deformed workers! states" from 


Hastern Europe to Cuba and East As-
